theme is stated--seven notes--and then Mahler goes up a fifth. 

The second theme is the bird call theme, Haydn and Mozart always 
repeat the Exposition but Mahler never does and neither do modern 
composers., "Mahler always marches us through the Developmental 
section of the first movements of his symphonies, Richard Strauss 
always waltzes us through his Developmental sections." The Develop- 
mental section ends with great exhuberance. "The old rule for 
Recapitulation says that everything should be repeated in the same 
key as in the Exposition. Mahler does so. The First Movement 

£ of Symphony No. 1 7 ends happily in D." The principal melody 

of the Scherzo of Mahler's Symphony No. 1 is the identical melody 
that Mahler and his friends used to greet each other in the cafe 

in which they always met in Vienna and I can not understand the 
name as it is being pronounced by Fritz. "In the fourth of the 
Wayfarer Songs, "Die zwei blauen Augen," the lover sleeps under 

the linden tree: "Auf der Strasse steht ein Lindenbaum, da hab' 

ich zum ersten Mal im Schlaf geruht!" "It's in the Key of F and 
the Key of F is green and green is the linden tree and the com- 
position goes from black to green, the tree." "Mahler uses 
symphonic form and works within that form and his innovations 

are in harmony and counterpoint." "In the third movement there 

are three counterpoints going on together: the Bohemian-Hungarian 
melody, the funeral music and the solo violin, "Frère Jacques" 

is played first on the double bass--never used as a solo in- 
strument before Mahler--and then on the bassoon," And next Thursday 
we will finish Symphony No. 1 in D Major of Mahler and also do 

Don Juan of Strauss. Three of these people were in the Wagner class 
and structural forms and Mahler and Wagner and symphonic structures 
and re-creation of the world and Sibelius' Symphony in C Major, No. 
3 and his Pohjala's Daughter and his Belshazzar's Feast were pre- 
sented to the world on September 25, 1907, and Mahler and Wagner 
and "Auf der Strasse steht ein Lindenbaum, da hab'ich zum ersten 
Mal im Schlaf geruht!
